tures Santa Claus, or in

connects the sale

religion in advertising." 


“ The Liquor Control Commission 
of Utah is a ‘d r y ’ commission and 
will be glad to cooperate in an at­ 
tempt to elim inate any reference to

Santa Claus," wrote Hugh M. Brown, 
Utah liquor adm instrator. 
Other state liquor boards express­ 
ed similar opinions. 


Several weeks ago, in an appeal 
to every state liquor control board 
in the country, Miss Ethel Hubler,

Raging flood w’a ters and the tw ist­ 
ing winds of tornadoes fought death 
to h un d re d s of persons and left u n ­ 
told millions of dollars property d a m ­ 
age over eastern section of the Unit­ 
ed States d u rin g the spring of 1936 
calling tin a rm y of Red Cross w o rk ­ 
ers into the disaster field spreading 
sim ultaneously over more 
th a n 
a 
score of state. 
A graphic description of the a d ­ 
ministration of relief to victims of 
150 disasters in 39 state by the Red 
Cross d uring the 
year was 
given 
yesterday by 
O. L. Thomas, c h a ir­ 
m an of 
the W ise county chapter, 
American 
Red 
Cross, w’hen he re­ 
vealed that only nine states in the 
Union escaped 
some type of cata­ 
strophe . 
Mr. T hom as recalled how, d u rin g 
the opening spring months, requests 
for assistance were pouring into Red 
Cross h e a d q u a r te rs 
in W ash in g to n 
from all sections of the country by 
telegram, wireless, telephone, letters 
and personal appeals. 
“ No call went unheeded." he de­ 
clared. 
“ Aid was 
dispatched 
to 
sufferers at once by the Red Cross 
Trained 
disaster 
relief 
directors 
rushed to these scenes of destruction 
and distress by airplanes, by boats, 
fast trains, 
automobiles, 
and, 
in 
some places w h ere all transportation 
was out of the question, even afoot. 
“ The nu m b e r of disasters d u rin g 
the fiscal year which has just clos­ 
ed w’as much higher than the a v e r ­ 
age year." he said, “ for over a p e r­ 
iod 
of IO 
years 
the average 
has 
been about 91 disasters annually. 
“ The n u m b e r of 
families 
aided 
through disaster periods d u rin g the 
past year a m o u n ted to approximately 
1 31.000. 
In 
this relief work 
the 
Red Cross expended $5,232,052.48, 
although at the end of the fiscal 
year on Ju n e 30th relief work was 
incomplete as a result of the spring 
floods and tornadoes. 
In the spring 
floods and tornadoes alone, the Red 
Cross was called on to aid 
7 7,000 
families, and in the tornado zones 
in Georgia, Mississippi, North C aro­ 
lina ad Tennessee more than 6,000 
families required this assistance.” 
Fires led in the list of disasters 


I requiring Red Cross assistance for 
I victims, with 4 5 instances recorded. 
Floods came next with 35, tornadoes 
with 32, and others in this order; 
epidemics, l l : hurricanes, 
7: 
ty­ 
phoons, 5: shipw recks, 3: and ea rth 
quakes and hailstorm s I each. 
The 
following disasters occurred at least 
once: bombing, explosiin, forest fires 
ice locks, land slides, refugee relief, 
and windstirms. 


“ For the past 55 
years the flag 
of the Red Cross has flown 
upon 
every scene of m a jo r disaster in the 
United States," Mr. T hom as re c o u n t­ 
ed. 
“ The Red Cross Iras carried 
assistance in the form of food, cloth­ 
ing, shelter, medical aid, r e h a b ilita ­ 
tion of homes and families to m ore 
than 1,200 scenes of disaster large 
and 
small. 
During this time m il­ 
lions of dollars have been 
e xpend­ 
ed by the organization as an a g e n t 
of the American people 
in giving 
relief., 
T housands of 
families, left 
homeless and hopeless by the forces 
of nature, might otherwise have sunk 
into destitution w’ere it not for the 
helping hand of the American people 
through this society,

Lamb Feeding Demonistration 


Mr. J. O. Bow’den who lives out 
in 
the 
Bridgeport com m unity 
has 
just fed out and m arketed 35 head 
of lambs. 
These 
lambs 
were fed 
a balanced ration of corn, cottonseed 
meal, 
and 
oats, 
and 
w’ere grazed 
on a berm u d a plot. 
They were fed 
4 0 days and gained 20 Mi lbs. each. 
The increase in value of the a n ­ 
imal weight of the lambs a m ou n ted 
to more than the feed cost. 
They 
consumed 
300 
lbs. 
of 
cottonseed 
meal, 480 lbs. of oats, and 1,260 lbs 
of corn. 
The cost of the feed plus 
drayage to m a rk e t wras $4 3.35- 
He 
estimated th a t the lambs cost around 
*2.50 each to grow up to th e time 
of feeding. 
This would 
bring the 
total cost up to $130.85. 
The net 
receipts less yardage was $187.43, 
which gave him a profit of $56.58. 
These lam bs weighed 70 
lbs. 
average on the Ft. W o rth m a rk e t 
and classed tops and sold at 8c per 
pound. 
Thev were out of a flock 
of 
Ramhouillet ewes. 
This was Mr. B ow den’s first 
a t ­ 
tempt at feeding lambs, but he m ade 
a good 
job of it.

W ithin a few 
w eeks now, 
the 
first reports regarding the work of 
pupils in Decatur 
Public 
Schools 
w ill be sent out to parents. 
Since 
reports w ill be of a som ew hat differ 
ent type than those which we have 
used in the past, a word of explana­ 
tion should be helpful at this tim e. 
The reader is referred, first of all 
to anarticle which appeared in the 
Messenger a few weeks ago in the 
subject of “Tests and Measurements” 
in schools. 
In that article it was 
pointed out that testing and grad­ 
ing or measuring is a largely arbit­ 
rary matter, and that it is practi­ 
cally impossible to clim ate the ele­ 
ment of personal opinion 
on 
the 
part of the teacher from the grading 
system due to the very fact 
that 
standard whereby to judge the ac­ 
com plishm ent if pupils, then there 
m ight 
be a 
strickly 
impersonal 
So the teaching 
world 
struggle*! 
along making the most of what it 
has to work with, and being as just 
in its dealings with children as is 
hum anly possible all things 
taken 
into ‘consideration. 
It. was because these matters are 
true, however, 
that we 
have 
at­ 
tempted a slightly different system 
of grading and reporting to parents 
This system will group all pupils of 
one class into quartiles or fourths, 
each quartile having approximately 
one-fourth the students of the class 
in it. 
There will then be the upper 
one-fourth known as quartile No. I, 
the second one-fourth as quartile No. 
2 
the third one-fourth 
known as 
quartile No. 3, and the fourth one- 
fourth known as quartile 
No. 
4. 
The group 
of students doing 
the 
pest wirk in the class, making the 
best progress and accomplishing the 
maxim um will be 
designated 
as 
Quartile No. I. 
Those doing work 
n o t 'quite as good as the est wiQ 
fall in 
Quatile No. 2, 
and so on 
down. 
There will be no attempt to 
evaluate to an exact point the work 
of anv one pupil. 
His 
report will 
simply indicate 
the group of 
his 
work during the 
period. This will 
rended it unecessary for a teacher 
to 
attempt the very difficult 
task 
of evaluating to a fraction of a point 
the exact knowledge or accomplish­ 
m ent of any 
pupil.

moves, in large measure, the com­ 
parative svstem

As the acreages of cotton and cash 
grains have been reduced. Mr. Mc­ 
Curdy has increased

ewes, 8 bucks, and 65 lambs which 
are on feed. 
He now has an order 
with a Fort Worth commission comp 
any to purchase for it 50 head of 
three-year-old purebred but not nec­ 
essarily registered 
Hereford 
cows 
of good type. ' Eight of these cows 
have been delivered. 
If the Triple A finally works out 
its plan for an ever-normal granary, 
which provides for the storage 
of 
surpluses on farms, 
Cal 
McCurdy 
will be in excellent position to tai 
a d v a n ta g e of it. 
About two years 
ago he built a four-bin granary with 
1 2,000 ushels capacity. 
It 
is 
ar­ 
ranged like a bank g a m 
so 
that 
grain-loaded wagons 
or trucks can 
drive up an incline and unload the 
grain into bins. 
Loading is accom­ 
plished by gravity on the lower side 
W hen I visited the McCurdy farm 
the granary 
was

82 cents a 
bushel. 
Too low, 


thought Mr. McCurdy, so he stored it 
I asked Mr. McCurdy what price he 
was holding for. 
“ I 
am holding for better prices 
but no fixed price. 
I am watching 
conditions. 
If the drouth continues J 
and much Midwest grain is d estroy-1 
ed prices will go still higher.” 
That day. wheat was $1.08 so he j 
had already made about 30 cents a i 
bushel by holding. 
Farm ing is not such a hard game j 
when the farmer can make a profit, 
on the weather regardless of its out- j 
come. 
This was emphasized by Mr. ; 
McCurdy’s experience winter before 
last when much of the wheat in the j 
Southwest 
was killed 
by a 
hard 
freeze. 
“ At the time I was in F o r t I 
W orth visiting my mother and she j 
was bemoaning the probability that j 
my wheat crop would be frozen out. I 
I told her not to worry. If the freeze j 
killed my crop it would ruin wheat J 
all over this section and that would I 
increase 
the price of the 
wheat I | 


I had in storage. 
On the other hand j 
I it it did not freeze, I would have j 
more wheat to sell but at a somewhat | 
lower price.” 
It impressed me that when a far- , 
mer is 
so fixed that he stands to I 
gain either by good crops or 
high i 
prices, he is after a fashion getting j 
to be the master of his own destiny, j 
Instead of sending their children j 
to school the McCurdy brought the j 
school 
to the 
children. 
They 
do- j 
nated the land 
and built a 
four-1 
teacher school and a teacherage just j 
across the road from the farmstead. ;

McCurdys have the conven­ 
iences of a city home.
